Going  to  Chicago  in  1873, 
he  resume*!  his  trade* of  oumjxxsitor  on 
the  Times,  and  in  1876  joined  the  So¬ 
cialists.  He  has  been  President  of  the 
Trade  and  Labor  Association  for  three 
years.  He  has  been  nominated  for 
Alderman  three  times,  for-  Congress 
twice  and  for  Sheriff  and  County  Clerk 
each  once. 

“At  the  National  Convention  of  the 
Socialistic  Labor  party,  held  in  Alle¬ 
gheny,  Pa.,  in  1874,  he  was  nominate*! 
for  President  of  the  United  States,  but 
the  age  requirement,  if  nothing  else, 
would  have  prevented  his  election.  At 
the  time  of  his  surrender  to  the  Court 
he  w!is  the  editor  of  the  Alarm.  My 
brother  is  a  philosophical  Anarchist 
ami  claims  the  gift  of  prophecy.  He 
has  never  counselled  revolution  but 
has  prophesied  it  In  his  words  ad¬ 
dressed  to  Mr.  Powderly  from  the 
Chicago  bastille  J uly  4,  1885,  he  said : 

“  “Whether  we  live  or  die,  the  so¬ 
cial  revolution  is  inevitable.  The 
boundaries  of  human  freedom  must 
be  enlarged  and  widened.
